Finishing the Thermometer. 


How is the mercury inserted in 
the tube? 

That is a ver> delicate part of the 
process. Here is one that has just 
been filled. This- pear-shaped bulb 
is blown, as you see, on the upper 
end of the tube for the purpose of 
filling. The bulb is then heated 
and plunged into the vessel contain- 
ing the mercury. Then, as the 
{ best causes expansion of the mer- 
cury, it rises and passes into the! 
bulb through an orfice in the small- 
oa end thereof. The subtle fluid is 
thus conveyed imto the thermome- 
ter ball on the opposite end of the 
tube. Ly a series of expert manipu- 
lations the superfluous fluid, if there 
be any, 1s rejected. Colored flnidis 
sometimes used as a substitute for 
mercury.
